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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

a. There is a drawing labeled "Fig. 22," but reference is not made to this 
drawing in the Brief Description of the Drawings. 

b. Reference is drawn to fifth through seventh embodiments in the Brief 
Description of the Drawings, but there is mention of neither third nor fourth 
embodiments. 

Appropriate corrections are required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-31 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The claims are replete with errors regarding lack of 
antecedent basis for the limitations in the claims. For example, claim 1 recites the 
limitations "the rear portions" in lines 2-3, "the front section" in lines 5-6, and "the front 
and rear portion" in line 10. There is insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in 
the claim. Applicant should carefully check claims 1-31 to ensure that all antecedent 
errors are corrected, and that the claims meet all requirements set forth in 35 USC 112. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-31 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Conclusion 

5. The following prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent 
to applicant's disclosure. 

c. US 5, 1 54,253 to Vollmer discloses an arrangement of a front-mounted 
drive unit in a motor vehicle comprising a retractable steering column and seat 
belt tensioners responsive to a frontal collision. 

d. US 4,823,905 to Piech discloses an impact actuated safety apparatus for 
a vehicle comprising seat belt and steering column retractors responsive to a 
frontal impact dissipated by deformable longitudinal runners that may be 
cylindrical housings of shock absorbers.
